A Brief Init t'leur Description of 


They Arts Manufactured. 


The thimble is a Dutch invention, 


and the first; one was made in 1B84 by a 
•ilvemnith named Nicholas Van Beiiis- 
choteu. Originally it,was called "thaoi- 
bell," because it was worn on the thumb. 


In making thimbles the gold aud sil- 


ver ingots are rolled cut into sheets of 
the desired thickness and cut by n 
Stamp into circular pieces of any re- 
quired size. These circular pieces art- 
bent into thimble shape by means of a 
solid metal bar that is of tho same size 
as the inside of the intended thimble. 
This bar is moved by machinery np and 
down in a bottomless mold of" the out- 
side of the same thimble, and each time 
the bar descends it presses one «if the 
circular pieces or tfeks into thimble 
shape. 


When the thimble is shaped, the next 


work is k> brighten, polish and decorate 
it. First, the blank thimbUt is fitted 
With a rapidly revolving rod. A slight 
touch of a shurp chisel cuts a very thin 
shaving from the end of the thimble. 
a second chisel does the same on the 
side, and a third neatly rounds off th«- 
rim. 
A rouod sice! rod, well oiled, is 


held against the surface of the revolv- 
ing thimble, and it is thus given a idee 
polish. The. inside is brightened and 
polished in a. similar mnnuer, the thini- 
ble being held in a revolving 'mold. 


Then a delicate, 
revolving steel 


wheel with a raised, ornamental edge 
is pressed against the blank thimble 
and prints the ornament seen just out- 
side the riiu. Another steel wheel cov- 
ered with stiarii points mukre tiuv iii- 
desstatioHS all over i he remaining Wank 
surface of the thimble. 


The last-operation is to wash it thor- 


oughly in soapsuds, io brush it raiv- 
fully, and it is ready for my lailv1-- 
workbasket,—Philadelphia Times. "
